Mr. Doniey tries to deceive the voters 
of other townships.

in 1882, $1281.37 in 1896, and only

Yokohama, Oct. IS.—Never before 


in the history of Yokohama has there 
been such a dibplay of naval strength 
as is witnessed at the present time. 
Sshortly after the storm-battered ships 
of the American battleship fleet came 
to anchor the mist, wkich had shut 
out their coming, cleared, and a light 
breeze carried away the smoke from 
the saluting guns, revealing from the 
shore front the lines of white Ameri- 
can ships-of-war, backed by the gray 
of the Japanese. Scores of small 
craft chartered by individuals and as- 
sociations darted in and out among 
the battleships, the American Asiatic 
association being among those to give 
the heartiest welcome. 
Two thou- 


sand schoolchildren saag the Ameri- 
can national anthem. 


The ships show the effect of the 


tremendous battering of the waves, 
•which Is described by old officers as 
the worst they have ever, encountered. 


Sperry Expresses Delight. 


Rear Admiral Sperry said immedi- 


ately after anchoring that he was glad 
to arrive in Japan, and that he great- 
ly appreciate the evidences of a sin- 
ce"re welcome. 
Commander John A. 


Dougherty, the American naval at- 
tache at Tokyo, who came here to 
take part in the welcome to the fleet, 
boarded 
the Connecticut and dis- 


cussed the program with the admiral. 


Tne moment the fleet dropped an- 


chor the admirals, in formal dress, 
hastened from the flagships of the 
various divisions to the flagship of the 
fleet, the Connecticut, which also was 
boarded by Japanese subordinate offi- 
cers, who came to arrange details. 
Shortly the commander-in-cbief and 
the other admirals, accompanied by 
their staffs, entered a motor boat and 
proceeded to the flagship Mikasa of 
the Japanese fleet, to pay an official 
call upon Vice Admiral Sir Gero Ijuin. 
The Japanese admiral immediately 
returned the call. Vice Admiral Ijuin 
•was given a hearty welcome by Ad- 
miral Sperry aboard the Connecticut. 
After a brief visit the Japanese de- 
parted, and as theS' went down the 
side the Japanese flag was broken out

Mrs. Loomis, John C. O'Loughlm and 
Mrs. O'Loughlin and Acting Consul 
General Babbitt, called upon Rear Ad- 
miral Sperry and paid their respects. 
They were given 15 guns as they left 
the ship. In the meantime visits 
•were exchanged between the captains 
of all the vessels. 


The mayor and governor also called 


upon the admiral and later the recep- 
tion 
committee, the spokesman of 


•which was M. Mate, boarded the Con- 
necticut and bade the admiral and his 
men welcome in behalf of the entire 
nation. 
He thanked tine Americans 


for their evidences of friendship and 
regard, to -which Admiral Sperry re- 
sponded in n. similar strain. 


In the afternoon the garden party 


given by th« mayor of Yokohama was 
attended by many officers and great 
crowds of civilians, but the weather 
Tvas unfarorable and somewhat Inter- 
fered with the success of the func- 
tion. Everywhere about tne streets 
the American officers and men were 
treated with the greatest courtsy, be- 
ing saluted always by the police and 
Japanese soldiers. 


Prince In Belligerent Mood. 


Belgrade, Oct. 19. — M. Milovano- 


vics, the Servian foreign minister, left 
here for the capitals of the powers to 
place Servia's wishes before the re- 
spective governments in an endeavor 
to reach an understanding in the 
Balkan situation. He wi'.l go to Ber- 
lin first and thenoe to London, Paris 
and Rome. Crown Prince George, in 
bidding the foreign minister farewell, 
said: "Do not forget that jou speak 
as the representative of 250,000 bayo- 
nets. Make no concessions. Only by 
this course will you be aole to return 
to Servia."

~ Mr. Bryan's candidacy in 189G was a 
specious appeal to cupidity and igno- 
rance. It attempted to persuade the 
people tfcat they vtmld all be made 
rich by legislative enactment, that 
wealth Is created by law instead of 
by labor and that a financial measure 
that would have repudiated 30 per 
cent of the claim of every creditor, 
public or private, was entirely com- 
patible with honor and 
conscience. 


The Issue thus presented was a direct 
temptation to the people as well as a 
challenge to their common sense. 
It 


put their Intelligence as well as their 
•'Integrity to the test and thus gave 
them a chance to prove to the world 
that they could neither be tricked nor 
betrayed. For that opportunity to 
demonstrate both their sanity and 
their bonesty they are Indebted to 
.William Jennings Bryan. 


Mr. Bryan's second candidacy was
